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JANUARY'S, SPURT 


Exports Increase; Coal 


Industry Picks Up. 


BY JOHN STEELE. 
{Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 

LONDON, Feb, 11.—January trade 
returns have revived the British hopes 
for a business revival. following last | 
year’s disaster occasioned by the coal | 
strike. 

January exports showed a $28,500,000 
jump over December in the board of 
trade figures, and the total exports 
for the month exceeded $275,000,000; 
Imports increased only $1,040,000, leav- 
ing @ substantial balance on the favor- 
able side. 


Coal Industry Recovering. 

The figures show that the coal indus- 
try made an unusually rapid recovery 
on the markets lost during the strike. 
The January exports of coal amounted 
to 4,092,000 tons, only 50,000 tons below 
January of last year. But as a matter 
of fact the value of this year’s exports 
was $2,500,000 more than last January, 


_pecause of the better prices obtained. 


The total exports last month amount- 


ed to $325,000,000 and imports amount- 
to $565,000,000. 


Italy, France and 
Germany are revealed by the figures 
as the heaviest buyers of British coal, 
‘put there is still a large amount of 
coal imported here because of long time 
ontracts made during the strike.

Iron and steel production and manu- 
articles increased $5,000,000.

ton yarn manufactures jumped %433,- 
50,000. Woolen and worsted yarns and

British business took further heart 
today from an announcement in a white 
paper issued that to the end of De- 
cember the treasury was willing to 
guarantee $350,000,000 under the trade 
facilities act.

It’s Difficult to 
State Height of 


“What is the height of anormal 
arch?” inquires A. B. | 

There is a current impression that 
a foot with a low arch should be raised 


| by some sort of support to be normal. 


This is an ill founded theory, as is the 


idea that a low arch is a broken one. 

Among certain races a high arch is 
an essential feature of a foot, from the 
beauty standpoint. Among certain 
| races a low arched foot is typical, and 
even among the members of any given 
race the height of the arch varies. 
It varies among members of the same 
family, so that a normal arch could 
not be measured in inches or fractions 
thereof. 

In our country the extremely high 
arch accompanying the short foot is 
not considered the best appearing one. 
If the arch is very high, the foot short 
and dressed in a short vamp shoe, the 
impression often is a horse hoof one. 


The varying heights of arches are 
what make it inadvisable to recom- 


heeled shoe for general use. A low 
heeled shoe on a high arched foot 
might be just as damaging as a high 
heeled shoe on a low arched foot. One 
of our famous beauties has never worn 
anything in her life but French heels. 
She tells me she suffers untold misery 
in a sports shoe. She walks a great 
deal in her high heels and has never 
known an ache or corn. there just 
isn't any standard for the height of 
arches. The only time there is cause 
for concern is when the arch of the 
foot has become lower than it origin- 
ally was. A person who has normally 
a low arched foot is as good, and often 
is a better, walker than one who has 
a highly arched foot.) i 


The Pedic Society of New York also 
says there is no standard for heights 
of arches. The fact has been recog- 
nized by the medical officials in the 
army, for while at one time it was de- 
manded of a candidate for enlistment 
that the arch in his foot be of a cer- 
tain elevation, it is now the function 
and general strength of the foot by 
which this member is judged.- Because 
no two pairs of feet are alike, no pair 
of feet exactly the same size, the Pedic 
society warns against buying arch 
props unless advised by competent au- 
thority. Arch supports have to be 
made to fit the feet and should not 
be fitted in a haphazard way.
